The House proceede.il to the orders of 
the day. 

Hon. .Mr. Wells drew attention to an 
article in tho Victoria Daily Times in 
which it was alleged that Jus. 
Martin had been harshly treat- 
ed by the Department of Lands 
und Works. He was informed that 
.Mr. Martin had applied to pre-empt a 
certain piece of land, but the govern- 
ment agent found his application defec- 
tive as to description. Shortly after- 
wards it was discovered that the land 
in question was included in the Colum- 
bia & Western reserve, and on that ac- 
count tlie pre-emption, had to be can- 
celled. This action on tho part of the 
government may have wrought a hard- 
ship to Mr. Martin, a fact which ho 
(Mr. Wells) very much regretted, but 
tho case having been brought to his no- 
tice through the proper channel, and be- 
fore the Times article was printed, he 
had taken steps to make amends for 
any damages which Mr. Martin may 
have suffered. It was his intention to 
confer with the Columbia ..V- Western 
Railway company and endeavor to effect 
an arrangement which would be satis- 
factory to Mr. Martin. It was not the 
desire of {lie government to discourage 
settlement, and everything possible 
would lie done to do justice to Mr. Mar- 
tin and set right a matter which must 
be regarded as the outcome of an un- 
fortunate mistake. (Applause.)

COAST-KOOTEXAY. 

Several amendments were offered on 
the report of the Vancouver & Midway 
Railway bill. 

Mr. McBride moved that no subsidy 
should bo paid for the section of tho 
road between Vancouver and New 
Westminster. 

Mr. Hunter reminded Mr. McBride 
and other members of the opposition 
that at last session they were heartily 
in support of subsidizing the toud. At 
the same time he did not believe in sub- 
sidizing that portion between Vancou- 
ver and New Westminster, which would 
be a paying concern from its completion, 
and ho would vote for the amendment. 

Mr. Gilmour vigorgjisly opposed the 
amendment, and accused the opposition 
of attempting to play into the hands of 
the C. P. R. Their object was to kill 
the bill. 

Mr. McBride read from his speech of 
last session to prove that he had op- 
posed a bonus bctwen Vancouver ami 
New West in i lister. 

Mr. Oliver said the C. P. 11., the G. 
X. and Vancouver, Xew Westminster 
& Northern railways were all ready to 
build between Vancouver and Xew 
Westminster; it would therefore be ab- 
surd to bonus that portion of tho road. 

Mr. Kidd said he had been informed 
that Mr. J. J. Hill had promised to 
build the Coast-Kootenay road without 
a bonus, if the building of tho Vancou- 
ver, Xew Westminster, Northern & Yu- 
kon were assured. He believed the 
government bad been informed of this 
fact within the past few days and 
would like them to inform the House if 
that were so. 

Hon. Col. Prior moved the adjourn- 
ment of the debate. 

I'll E LOAN BILL 

The House went, into committee of the 
whole, Mr. Hunter in the chair, to con- 
sider a bill to authorize a loan of $3,- 
500,000, for the following purposes: 

In payment, of the existing bnnk over- 
draft, which, approximately, amounts to 
one million seven hundred thousand 
dollars ($1,700,000);

Eraser river, seven hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars ($750,000);

Mr. McBride, and other members of

Hon. Mr. Wells assured lion, members 
that his appointment of Mr. Green- 
shields to look after the interests of the 
province had been commended by Brit- 
i«h Columbia members in the Dominion 
House, and he bad no doubt whatever 
but the Dominion would grant substan- 
tial aid to the Eraser river bridge, main- 
iv through the efforts of Mr. Green- 
Khields. 

Mr. Houston held that it was the duty 
of the government to employ co'tnsol at 
Ottawa if tho British Columbia mem- 
bers could not. get justice for the prov- 
ince. If special pleaders were not ne- 
cessary at tho seaf of government, pud 
if members were capable of getting all 
that was required by their constituents, 
why were the lobbies full of deputa- 
tions waiting on the government with 
requests, independent of their members' 
Mr. Oliver said he knew of cases 
where the government had invited de- 
putations tb come to Victoria for th ; 
purpose of belittling members of the 
opposition. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts indignantly denied 
[that the government had ever been 
guilty of such an act Deputations were 
invariably introduced by the member of 
their district. In one case, however, a 
deputation had asked to dispense with 
the services of their member. 

•Mr. Curtis denounced the statement, 
and accused the government of attempt- 
ing to discredit bint in the eyes of' his 
constituents. , ■ ... 

The bill was reported complete with. 



amendments, and was read a third time 
and passed. 

AETER X OOX IS ITTI NG. 

The Temporary Overdraft Bill was 
considered in committee of the whole, 
Mr. A. \V, Smith in the chair. 

Capt. Tatlow moved to limit the scope 
of the bill to the existing overdraft, and 
to strike out sections 3 and 4, "which 
provklo for makiug arrangements for 
future overdrafts when necessary. He 
claimed there wae no necessity for such 
a provision. 

Hon. Mr. Rrcntiee explained the ob- 
ject was to provide for the extension of 
the overdraft after June 30, or until the 
notation of the Moan, tho bill gave tho 
government borrowing power, but no au- 
thority to expend the money without the 
authority of the Legislature. In 18'J'J the 
same power was given to the government 
of the -day. 

Mr. McBride argued that any emer- 
gency which might arise could bo met 
by special warrant, 

Mr. Houston pointed out that the esti- 
mates called for tin expenditure of some 
.fISOO.OOO in excess of revenue, and thin 
amount must be met by tin overdraft. 

Mr. Curtis declared the sections were 
unnecessary, the power given to Mr. 
Cotton in 1899 was limited, whereas 
the power sought to be taken by this 
bill was unlimited. 

Mr. Hunter pointed out that the act 
of 1899 gave power to borrow an much 
money as necessary to carry on the 
public business in anticipation of tho 
revenue. 

The amendment was lost. 

A motion to restrict the amount of 
overdraft to $1,700,000 was also de- 
feated. 

The hill was then reported complete 
without amendments.

Crops Report 

Of Manitoba 



Bulletin Issued By Provincial 
Government Shows Very- 
Favorable Outlook, 



Rains Have Been Abundant- 
Live Stock Is In Prime 
Condition. 



Winnipeg, Man., June lb'.— Crop bul- 
letin No. 00 is issued tonight by the 
Manitoba Department of Agriculture, 
and is compiled from returns received by 
the ■department up to June 11. Prom 
all parts of the province reports indicate 
that the germination of seed has been 
perfect, and that where even the seed 
was mudded in and farmers had diffi- 
culty in drawing seeders off tho fields, 
the prospects are surprising. 

The farmers have done t'heir work as 
well as could be expected under tho con- 
ditions find from pant experiences it is 
only natural to expect a good harvest. 
Seeding commenced in some parts of the 
province as early as the 1st of April, but 
was not general until after the 16th. In 
most parts of the province wheat seeding 
was not finished until May 24. Oats 
and barley and other crops wero sown 
up to the end of the first week in June. 
Elax was sown as late as June 10. Seed- 
ing was greatly retarded in all parts of 
the province by heavy rain fall through- 
out the month of May. There was more 
rain during seeding than the funnel's 
idesired, resulting in a few cases in a 
decreased acreage in wheat, but this 
has been amply compensated' for by the 
wonderfully rapid growth, which all 
crops have made. A feature of the past 
Benson was the heavy rainfall in March., 
there being an average of 1.75 inches. 
April was light in contrast, being only 
.21 inches for the points reported. Rain- 
fall for May was the heaviest on. record 
for that month, being 4.03 inches, as 
compared with .01 in 1901. , 

Grass, like the grain crops, has made 
romn.rkable progress under the prevail- 
ing favorable influences, and pastures 
are in the finest possible condition. Hay 
meadows are .now Hooded, and if they 
dry sufficiently by buying time t"lie crop 
will be equal to tlint of lnnt year in 
quantity and superior in quality. 

Correspondents are almost unanimous 
in their reports that all kinds of live 
stock are in prime condition. The abun- 
dance of fodder of all kinds, and coarse 
grains lias enabled farmers to feed lib- 
erally. The only unfavorable reports 
arc to the effect that the cold wet spring 
am! heavy work of seeding hn« some- 
what reduced tflje condition of horses. 
In iiiosi localities farmers have a sur- 
plus of hay on band owing to the early 
date at which cattle were turned on the 
grass.

The Canadian 
people have contributed to the tune of 
$100,000,000 in round numbers for the 
construction of the C. P. R. We hear 
there is a movement afloat from our 
triends and neighbors to capture the 
control of that .Canadian railway. I 
hope they will not invest their money 
foolishly,' because if they were going to 
do that, let me repeat what I have said 
elsewhere, the Canadian people have 
enough credit, enough money, to build 
another transcontinental railway.

He had 
recently, he -said, visited that country, 
and had formed some opinions upon the 
subject, had brought home the firm 
conviction that there awaited for Can- 
ada, if she proved herself equal to it, a 
isplendid market in Australia for many 
lines of her products. So far as the 
government could, it would assist this 
movement. It was impossible, however, 
for Canada to establish a satisfactory 
trade with Australia with the present 
means of transportation. Two things 
were neci^snry. First, they must estab- 
lish a cargo line from the Canadian At- 
lantic ports via the Cape to Australia. 
Secondly, they needed to improve' tlie 
existing line from Vancouver lo Aus- 
tralia. (Applause. I The latter project, 
if followed by the establishment of a 
fast Atlantic line, would divert a vast 
amount ol" Iraillc between Europe and 
Australia through Canada, which today 
almost exclusively passed through tho 
Suez Canala. That project could not be 
carried out by Canada without the co- 
operation of the other governments. The 
' nnndian government was prepar- 
ed to push ibis project upon the other 
governments at the approaching confer- 
ence. Canada would do her share if 
the others would co-operate. If the pro- 
ject were carried through it would shor- 
ten the distance between Greal Britain 
and Australia by many days, and per- 
haps Canada might intercept and iteep 
some portion of the vast trade that 
would be attracted over the route. 

As for the cargo line via the Cape, 
Mr. Mu.oid; went on, that, was not be- 
yond tin. resources of their own country. 
Willie they would invite the co-opera- 
tion of Australia, yet if that country 
proved unwilling, the government felt 
nuOlcicntly confident to establish the line 
at the sole expense of Canada. (Ap- 
plause.)

LIEUT. -COL. PELLAT. 

Commandant of Coronation Contingent 
Makes a Speech. 

Lleut.-Colonel Pellatt Is a Canadian who 
believes In the Dominion not taking a 
back seat in the procession of nations. 
A short time agj he was given a banquet 
by the officers of the Queen's Own 
Regiment, Toronto, before he left tO take 
command of the Coronation Contingent, 
lie said in reference to the visit of the 
contingent to England: 

"I will try to toe worthy of my command 
in England. I will endeavor to attract 
attention to the Canadians, favorable 
attention. It was with tills In view that 
I have arranged to take the bugle band. 
I tl III not. want to be mixed up in n multi- 
tude of colonials from all over the Empire, 
where our Identity would be lost in the 
masses and through tho similarity of uni- 
forms, l hope to see a gap In the pro- 
cession, thiol the bugle band, a unique 
feature in England, which will attract 
every eye and ear— and afterwards the 
contingent, so that the cry will be, 'There 
go the Canadians.' 

"And I hope, gentlemen, that we shall 
make ourselves heard In England, and that 
wherever we can we will proclaim the 
grand truth of the glories of Canada. ' I 
know of no country on the face of the 
earth that has the natural advantages of 
Canada, and we must try to let the Eng- 
lish people know it, too. 

"I take this opportunity of saying that 
I have accepted the trust of the command 
with a full understanding of the responsi- 
bilities it entails. I am a Canadian, and 
they are Canadians who go with me, and 
our dag Is the maple leaf. Wo are re- 
presentatives of the greatest, colony of 
P.rltnln. and are loyal to the British 
Crown, but we nre Canadians Bret, last, 
and all the time. It Is triK> that no 
country Is moTe blessed In her resources. 
We have the healthiest climate, the best 
form of Government, the largest territory, 
the finest wheat fields, the richest min- 
erals., and the greatest forests nnd fish- 
eries In the world, and our people are the 
ofTsprlng of hardy Anglo-Saxon stock. 
With such facts, and they are facts, we 
can take oirr place among the clans of the 
Imperial Empire with sturdy pride nnd In- 
dependence, feeling that we occupy a 
chief p. ace among them, and that we can

Andrew Carnegie has 
signified his Intention of muklng to the 
City of Victoria a donation of SoO.OOo 
to enable the erection of a Free Public 
Library for the benefit of the citizens of 
the City of Victoria. 

AND WHEREAS, the Council of the 
City of Vktorlu propose to purchase u 
site in the City of Victoria for the erec- 
tion of such Free Library. 

AND WHEREAS, ft sum of S1.">,000 will 
he required for the purchase ot the luin] 
requisite as the site of the Free Public 
Library, and It Is desired by the Council 
of the corporation of the City of Victoria 
to raise such sum by way of loan upon 
the credit of the corporation of the City 
of Victoria. 

AND WHEREAS, the whole ratable land 
and Improvements or real property of the 
said corporation of the City of Victoria, 
according to the last revised assessment 
roll for the year 1001, was $14,090,400. 

AND WHEREAS, tho total amount re-' 
quired to he raised annually by rate for 
paying the debt which will be created here- 
under and the interest thereon, and for 
creating an annual sinking fund for the 
payment off of the said debt within fifty 
years according to law is $008.35.

A HAPPY INNOVATION. 

It iv as n happy idea which occurred to 
Mr. Price Ellison to amend the Provin- 
cial Elections Act so as to permit all 
those over eighteen to exercise the fran- 
chise. Boys of eighteen as they are call- 
ed, are old enough to be taxed, and old 
enough to fight our battles for us. Sure- 
ly then, they aro old enough to take an 
intelligent interest in the affairs of the 
.Stat'*, and to votp. It may he said that 
young men of this nge take no interest 
in public affairs, it was Maeaulay who 
pointed out that just as it was impossible 
to teach any one to swim on dry land, 
so the way to fit men for freedom was 
to make them free. It may bo equally 
well said that the way to give young men 
a sense of responsibility is to make tlrem 
responsible. The younger a man is, the 
loses likely lie is to be renal in polities. 
Enthusiasm and principle are less likely 
to bo corroded by self-interest and cal- 
culation. Of course, the individual who 
is willing to sell his vote for live dollars 
w n despicable creature. Hut is he as 
despicable as the man who gives his 
vote and influence because of some con- 
cession or private advantage he hopes 
to secure. And, as a matter of fact, is 
it not the latter who usually finds the 
five dollars with which to tempt „iii] be- 
tray the conscience of his poorer and 
weaker neighbor? A country in which 
the young men take an, active interest in 
public affairs, and in which they form 
an important political factor, is certain 
to bo a progressive and energetic coun- 
try. The enthusiasm of youth should 
certainly he tempered by the experience 
of age. But if the former sometimes 
loses its value in public affairs by care- 
lessness ami indifference, how often is 
. the latter a vitiating element through 
calculation .and self-interest having taken 
the place of public spirit!

THE PEACE TERMS. 

Some of the anti-British newspapers 
of the United States seem greatly dis- 
appointed that the war in South Africa 
has been so happily brought to a con- 
clusion, and though even the most rabid 
hater of Britain cannot find fault with 
the generous terms granted the Boers, 
the insinuation is now made that the 
British government could have closed 
(ho war a year ago, if they had been 
willing to grant the same terms then. 

As everyone, knows who has followed 
the events of the Tvar closely, the Boers 
had an opportunity a year ago to ac- 
cept practically the same terms as those 
undor which they have uow surrender- 
ed, but, misled by the idea that foreign 
intervention vvas possible, they refused 
to give up their hope of gaining inde- 
pendence. Here aro the terms offered 
to General Botha at the conference, 
with Lord Kitchener at Middlehurg in 
February,, 1001:

Dutch is to be taught in the schools, if 
desired by the parents, and used in the 
courts, if necessary. 

Rifles are allowed for protection. 

Military occupation is to lie with- 
drawn so soon as poslble and self-gov- 
ernment substituted. 

There is to be no tax on the Trans- 
vaal to pay the cost of the war. 

The sum of throe million sterling 
Sl."i,IKHI.<MX>) ! s to he provided for re- 
stocking the Boers' farms. 

Rebels are liable to trial, according 
to the law of the colony to which they 
belong. The rank ami file will be dis- 
franchised for life. The death penalty 
will not be inflicted.

DUMBER CARRIERS. 

Fleet of Fourteen Chartered to Load at 
Chemiunus Mills. 

Tho bark Louisiana is completing Iter 
cargo at Chemainus, and three lumber 
carrions are about 'due nt the milk. The 
Henry Villard sailed from Newcastle on 
April 9 with coal for Honolulu, whence 
she was coining to Chemainus to loaxl 
for South Africa, and two carriers are 
expected at any time to load for Aus- 
tralia. All told there are 14 vessels 
under charter at the present time to come 
to Chemainus to load lumber for differ- 
ent points, tfhe majority of the cargoes, 
however, going to Australia, South

iSOUTH AFRICAN STAMPS. 

New Issues For tho Transvaal ami 
Orange River Colonies. 

The Transvaal govornnionWIias issued 
a set of postage stamps, which tire in 
great demand by collectors. There are 
ten varieties, each of a different color, 
muffing in price- from one cent to $2.50. 

All of the stamjis bear the head of 
King Edward, facing to the left, in an 
oval within a finely beaded frame, in 
gray black. Above the head is a crown 
and at the foot the word "Transvaal," 
Tho one-cent stamps are a bluish green, 
and the colors of the others range from 
scarlet to orange, olive green and purple. 

The British Colonial office, meantime, 
is considering a new coat of arms de- 
sign by Lockwood Kipling, father of the 
[met and novelist, for the new Orange 
River Colony, which was formerly the 
Orange 'Free State. The coat of arms 
consists of a plain heraldic shield 1 bear- 
ing an orange tree and above it a Tudor 
rose: on tho ground are waved linos, the 
symbol of water, typifying the name 
B.oemfontein. Two springboks support 
tho shield.

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of Wind and Weather. 



The hydrogrnphic offlce at Port Town- 
send has sent out for consideration of 
mariners a forecast of wind and weath- 
er in the North Paciific ocean for July, 
:is follows: 

North of 45 degrees the wind will go 
from SI), (with failing barometer) 
through West and N\V., although south- 
easterly winds will be frequent immedi- 
ately under the coast \ beyond this meri- 
dian the westerly winds, constituting 08 
per cent, of tho whole, will be about 
equally divided between the SW. and 
NW. quadrant. Between -lO-GU degrees, 
north, and to the eastward of 130 de- 
grees, the more frequent direction will 
bo NNW., the winds from the three 
points, X., NNW. and NW'., blowing 
two-thirds of the whole time. To the 
southward of forty degrees the winds 
will be almost exclusively from the 
northern semi-circle, except in the im- 
mediate vicinity of San Francisco bay, 
where southwesterly winds are frequent. 
Gales will be rare. 

Typhoons— During July, August and 
September the occurrence of typhoons in 
East Asiatic waters attains its ' maxi- 
mum frequency, and four, live or even 
six of these storms may be expected 
during each of these months. Special 
attention is called to the tracks given (in 
red) upon the face of the pilot chart, 
showing the average path followed by 
tho storm centre and the distance tra- 
versed in each twenty-four hours; ak-o to 
Hie table giving the season and fre- 
quency of occurrence of each class of 
typhoons. Cue of the earliest signs of 
the approach of a typhoon is (he failure 
of the barometer to respond to the diur- 
nal oscillation.

New York, June 13.— After a dull and hes- 
itating market, during the greater part of

The advance of a point or 
over In the Reading stocks was an Import- 
ant «.vmpatliet.U: inllucnee upon the late 
market, hut there was no news to show a 
prospect of an early settlement of the 
strike. Increasing demand for stocks was 
incontestible nevertheless.

The loss 
of 8M> points In General Electric was prob- 
ably due to reports of a new combination 
of electrical manufacturing companies back- 
ed by Influential capitalists. The stock af- 
terwards rallied four points. Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois rose 4M, points further, on 
rumors of an olTer for control. The day's 
reports of rnllrond earnings show a con- 
tinuance of the Increases over last year's 
corresponding period. The market closed 
rather quiet, but steady.

KILLING FLIES. 

131 ectricity Used Successfully to Exter- 
minate the Pest. 

"Among the recent Ithodc [slant! pat- 
ents," says the Bostoo Transcript, "is 
one covering an electric fly-trap, in which 
the Hies me lured into the apparatus, nnd 
then killed by a current or electricity. It 
is not explained whether or nol the trap 
is capable of working havoc among mos- 
quitoes at night, when there are no Hies 
to be electrocuted. The fly-killer is de- 
scribed ins a frame made of wood or 
other insulating material. Sugar is used 
for bail. On the frame arc positive and 
negative wires, forming grids on both 
laces of the frame. Every fly alighting 
on the grid for the purpose of getting a 
taste of the sugar is supposed lo have 
l.is feci on at least two wires, so that 
if the firs! shock was not fatal the sec- 
ond will put il mil of their power to 
crawl over bald heads.

In 
ii'Yy vs. 'Botsfoni and MacquiUan, how- 
ever, A. C. and F, L. Fry come in 
claiming to be eo-o\vnciv> with CopJen to 
the extent of a half interest in the Cube 
Lode, and want once more to fight the 
old case over again, chaining ill addition 
that Wm. Botsford, manager of the 
Itoyal Bank in Vancouver, and .1. Mac- 
qilillfui, .also of Vancouver, are only in 
the matter to the extent of financing the 
former law suit. 

The present appeal, which was heard 
yesterday by the Chief Justice, with 
Messw. .first ices Drake and Martin, and 
will be continued this morning, is from 
ait order of Mr. Justice Irving, by 
which he held that the judgment ren-

TUB DAIRIES. 

Satisfactory Report From Inspector Tol- 
lnie of Those on the Island. 

In connection with the certificates of 
the Inspectors of Diseases of Animals 
published in the Government 'Gazette by 
the Department of Agriculture, it is 
pleasing to note the following remarks 
by Inspector Tobnie. 

"In all the districts visited a very 
marked improvement was apparent since 
my blot inspection, especially in the way 
of the cleanliness of the stables and 
dairies ami the handling of the product.*' 

The Inspector also notes that disease 
amongst mock generally is decreasing. 

The report from the Lower Mainland 
is not so satisfactory. Mr. Inspector 
Gibbins says: 

"in regard to the stock I am pleased 
to announce that I found, but very little 
disease, none of a malignant character, 
and that cattle in general were on the 
whole in very good condition. I am 
sorry to say that I cannot speak so 
favorably of the byres and premises in 
general. A<i you will see from the en- 
closed list, I could not pass quite a num- 
ber and therefore submit same for pub- 
lication. Also you will notice a great 
shortage in the names of those I 'have 
granted a clean bill of health, although 
I visited nearly 200 ranches."

His Honor, the LleutenantGovetnor, 
Sir Henri Joly de LotbinieKj, entered 
the House and assented to bill N<>._ 77, 
an act to authorize the loan oi .>»5,i)0t),- 
000. 

THE EVIDENCE ACT. 
The bill to amend the Evidence Act 
was considered in committee of the 
whole, Mr. Hall In the chair. The hill 
provides that exemplifications or cer- 
tified copies of documents filed in any 
Land Registry office or County court 
oltiee shall be received as prima facie 
evidence in any of the courts of the 
province. 

The hill was reported complete with 
amendments, brie of which, moved by 
Mr. McPhillips, provides for tlie admin- 
istration of the "Scotch oath" in all 
causes where witnesses prefer that form. 
The bill was then passed. 

COMPANIES' ACT. 
The bill to amend the Companies' Act 
was also reported complete from com- 
mittee and passed. 

ASIATIC LABOR. 
The bi'J to regulate the employment of 
labor upon subsidized works was taken 
up ii committee of the whole. Mr. 
.Murphy in the chair, reported with 
amendments and passed. 

The bill provides that notwithstanding 
anything contained in any act of the 
'Legislature of British Columbia enacted 
at the present session of the Legisla- 
ture, or that may hereafter be enacted, 
unless such future enactments shall ex- 
pressly exclude the operation of this 
ail, the Lieutenant-! rOvemor-iu-Connell 
shall not grant aid by money, securities 
or lands of the province, or a right of 
way over lands of the province, to any 
person, Brm or corporation, in respect 
of any railway or other work to be con- 
structed by such person, [firm or corpora- 
tion, until such person, linn or corpora- 
tion shall have entered into all agree- 
ment with the Licuteuaint-Goveriior-in- 
Council not to employ upon or in con- 
nection with said railway or other work 
the labor of any specified class or clas- 
ses or race or races of people, and shall 
have given the Lieuten:int-Govornor-in- 
Council satisfactory security, by bor.nl or 
deposit of money, that tlie terms of said 
agreement shall be strictly adhered to. 
iF ERNIE TOWNSITE. 
Tho hill to confirm the agreement be- 
tween the Crown and the Crow's Nest. 
Pass Coal company respecting certain 
lots in the townsite of Fcrnie was read 
a second time. The object of the hill is 
to confirm certain .sales of lots in the 
townsite made by the company prior to 
the government's selection of one-fourth 
of the property- Many of the lots sold 
were included within the Crown's share 
of the property and embraced tho most 
valuable and improved portion 1 of the 
townsite, thus rendering a sale of Crown 
lots by auction impracticable. Pur- 
charers of several of these lots had built 
upon and otherwise improved them, ami 
it was deemed unfair that the occupiers 
.should bo disturbed so an agreement has 
been reached by which the company 
agrees to purchase the Crown's interest 
in those lots for $13,S0O, and convey 
several lots, for reserve, school, jail, etc., 
to the government. 

Mr. McBride congratulated the Hon. 
Mr. 'Wells on his arrangement, 

.Mr. 10. O. Smith commended the action 
of the government which would meet the 
approval of the people of iForiiio. 

Mr. Kidd also added a word of praise 
for the policy of dealirTg with townsites, 
which he credited to Mr. McBrido's ef- 
forts.

RAILWAY ACTS. 

Hon. Mr. Elicits moved the second 
reading of a bill to amend certain rail- 
way acts of last session. The object of 
tin,' bill was to meet the view of the Min- 
ister of Justice win) had notified the gov- 
ernment that unless the acts were 

am led, by striking out the clauses 

prohibiting tho employment of aliens, 
they would be disallowed. 

Mr. MoBride supported the second 
reading and asked that the Victoria Ter- 
minal Railway & Ferry totnpuny should 
he included in the bill. He denounced 
tho government for designedly leaving 
out the V. T. It. & F. Co. 

Mr. (.'tin is also devoted considerable 
time to abusing the government for the 
same reason. He demanded why the 
Victoria City members did not defend the 
interests of their constituents. 

Mr. Helineken explained that he had 
informed file City Council of the pro- 
posed disallowance of the railway acts, 
and asked an expression of opinion or 
sonic definite action on their part, but 
they had merely acknowledged receipt 
of his communication. He was advised 
that the Hon. the Attorney-General bad 
written the council a somewhat similar 
letter with the same result. It had been 
reported in the press that the Dominion 
government hail no intention of disallow- 
ing the V. T. R. & F. Co.'s charter, but 
he had no reason to believe that there 
was any good foundation for that re- 
port. However, in order to preserve 'his 
constituents from loss or inconvenience 
he intended to move an amendment to 
include the V. T. R. & F. Co. in the 
hill. 

Mr. McPhillips vehemently denounced 
the government for attempting to with- 
hold the benefit of the bill from tho V. 
T. R. & F. company. lie declared him- 
self prepared to battle for his rights 
and those of his constituents. ' 

Mr. Martin— You can count me in, as a 
soldier in the ranks. 

Thus re-inforced, Mr. McPhillips, con- 
tinued bis anathemas till after t! o'clock 
when he moved' the adjournment of the 
debate, and the House adjourned till 
8:30 p. m. 

MISREPRESENTED. 

Before adjournment Hon. Col. Prior, 
rising to a question of privilege, called 
attention to the following despatch, 
which appeared in the Nelson News of 
June 7: 

"Victoria, June (1.— In the House this 
evening Prior, minister of mines, prac- 
tically, promised that a royal commis- 
sion would issue after the House rose 
for the purpose of reviewing the existing 
tax of two per cent, upon the value of 
the mine output. As the tax is now im- 
posed, the value oi the ore on the'duuip 
is taken, deductions being of course 
made for freight and smelter treatment, 
but no provision being made for the 
cost of mining. The minister in the 
course of his remarks said he was pre- 
pared to admit thai as it stoofl the tax 
bore heavily upon sonic of tile low grade 
mints. 

"The virtual promise for the issuance 
of a royal commission came at the close 
of the debute upon the bill to amend 
the Assessment Act. In this debate 
Smith Curtis took a prominent part. He 
made a strong speech against the exist- 
ing undue taxation of the mines, which, 
he said, in some instances amounted to 
50 per cent, of the net profit of the com- 
panies operating. Curtis went so far 
as to suggest that in view of the de- 
pressed state of lh<- mining industry,, the 
government should forgo all taxation 
upon the output, of metalliferous mines 
for the period of two years." 

Also to the following in the Rossland 
Miner, of the same date: 

"Victoria. June 0. — Prior tonight in 
the House practically promised the Royal 
Commission, after tin; rising of the 
'House, to adjust the tax on mines, which 
he admitted bore heavily on low grade 
properties. This ended* the debate on 
tiic assessment bill, in which Curtis 
made a strong speech against the limine 
taxation of mines, which he said, in some 



instances amounted to Uj per cent. He 
even went further, urging that in the 
present condition of tlie mining industry 
the tiu: should be abrogated for two 
years. - ,, -. 

"Prior's promise would evidently re- 
sult in this." . 

■Both, papers had misrepresented JjUVm. 
as he had neither promised a Royal 
Commission nor made a strong speech on 
the "undue taxation of mines." What 
he hud said, as correctly reported in 
the Colonist of June f, was as follows: 
"Hon. Col. Prior said there had been 
many complaints regarding the taxation 
of mines, but it was a very difficult 
question to deal with, and there -were 
many opinions as to what should he 
done. There was no doubt that the '2 
per cent, tax bore heavily on some of 
tlie low-grade properties. He thought 
Capt. Tatlow's suggestion to exempt the 
payroll a good one, and worthy of con- 
sideration. He was inclined to think 
that th-> best way to solve the question 
Would oe the appointment of a commis- 
sion of practical men who would make 
a thOrtugh investigation and report on 
some riim which would In? fair to all." 
NIGHT SESSION. 
The nil to aid the construction of a 
railway from Vancouver to Midway 
came tp on report, Mr. Oliver moved 
that th- railway be built so as to pass 
within a distance of not more than 
one mil? from Chilliwaek court house. 
The miendiuont was lost. 
An anendment by Mr. McPhillips that 
the few should he run from some l>oint 
on the Uailllutul south of the mouth of 
the Friser river to Vancouver Island, 
was debated. 

Mr. Giver's amendment that construc- 
tion sllflilrl begin within three months 
alter tin .granting of a subsidy of $6,000 
or less by the Dominion government, 
was deflated. 

Mr. C rtis' 'amendment, providing that 
the line Should run to Princeton instead 
of Albs-a, was adopted. 
.Mr. Diver moved: 

"Provled, however, that no portion 
ot said rant for ifie construction of the 
sections >f said railway, other than the 
niountai sections, shall be paid unless 
and unt the company shall have con- 
structed an equal extent of the moun- 
tain sectons of said railway (unless the 
whole i.' the mountain sections shall 
have ben sooner constructed); extend- 
ing froi .-, point on the west side of 
the inoutains at or near or south of 
Hope tea point at or near Princeton, 
and a cctilicate therefor shall have been 
given b the engineer of the govern- 
ment: "rovided further, that the line 
of railviy shall throughout its whole- 
length b constructed in the province Of 
British 'olumbia." 

Mr. 'liver said the object of the 
amendmnt was to prevent the line get- 
ting intct'ho hands of the C, P. R., and 
ensuring its construction through the 
Hope Mttntains. 

Mi'. Crtis declared the bill was de- 
signed sely to benefit the 0. P. R. and 
the 10. i N. I!., ami to furnish a rake; 
off of 100,000 for ceitahi members 
who wet. supporting it. 

Mr. Mi-tin had a wool to say about 
boil using tho railway fmni Midway to 
Pri.uceto He held strong views on 
the railviy question, tut he was sus- 
ceptible > conviction, tnd 'he could not 
withhohtiis support from a proposition 
to bonusi road which would give access 
to and ten up the great copper deposits 
and thoiiinguilicent country lying be- 
tween lincetou, Micway -and Vernon. 
He wotl not feel jtstilied in the ifyes 
of the [opto of t'hiise districts in re- 
fusing t aid' such t road. He eared 
'not win built the road so long as it. 
was bill, ami 'he would rather t>ee it 
built byhe G. P. R.- than see a bonus 
voted to, gnn, r of darter mongers who 
would s< out to tiic first bidder. He 
did not tesitite to say that he had 
changed is mini with regard to the por- 
tion of ti lire East of the mountains. 

Mr. Mclilllps spoke strongly in favor 
of the amnlnent, 

.Mr, MBrie argued that if the 
nmemlme .-as not adopted the por- 
tion of th rad bet ween the Coast and 
the mountis would not be built.
